Advices have been received here to 


the effect that 
the 
Pacific 
Wireless 


Telegraph 
Company 
is planning to 


build its lines west into California 
and Nevada, and connect -the mining 
camps and principal cities of Nevada 
with the Mount 
Tamalpais 
station, 


which is now being built on the sides 
of the picturesque mountain. 


The headquarters of the company are 


at Los Angeles, where Its first station 
was built. 
From these the company 


extended its field, establishing stations 
at Seattle and British Columbia towns. 
establishing 
wireless communication 


with the entire Pacific Coast line of 
the United States. 


The first step towards1 the extension 


of the lines into Nevada will be the 
construction of the bissost station of 
its kind on the lofty heights of Mount 
Tamalpais. The two preat towers will 
be 300 feet high and 100 feet apart. In 
the fan of wires between 
tliem and 


running down into a point where a 
direct line descends to the receiving 
office there will be two and a half torn 
of copper wire. 


At the top each tower will be four 


feet sciuare. The first 100 feet of each 
will be constructed 
of seloetel pine 


timbers and the other 200 feet of planks 
of different grains secuy-ly fastened 
together, making it stronger it is said. 
than a solid piece of the same dimen- 
sions and thus better able to withstand 
the furious winds that at time* howl 
about the peaks of Tamalpais. Smaller 
stations are equipped with single poles 
usually ISO feet in height.

REMARKABLE spectacle in San Fran-

If a person has bad dreams it does not ncces-

Dreams indicating heart disease are usually of a 
terrii\ing nature and relate to death. On awak- 
ening, the sufferer will notice a violent heart pal- 
pitation. Chronic pericarditis is always preceded 
by horrible dreams, such as that of being thrown 
inly a lake of fire or being crushed iii a railroad 
wreck or burned by a volcanic eruption. 


The approach of insanity may also be reveal- 


ed by unpleasant dreams, or insanity may be 
ha^ened by such dreams. There are many cases 
where a person has been driven insane by a 
('ream.
